have the spirit of Christmas: It 
would be a 
sympathetic, 
gener- 


ous, compassionate, cheerful, mu- 


tually helpful world, in which the 
understanding spirit of the family 
rather than the contentious spirit 
of nations prevailed. 


Washington is a troubled com- 


iminily despite Ihe lovely gentle 
snow this Christmas. It is gener- 
ous this weekend and even bois- 
terous but it is 
not 
calm 
and 


simple and 
merry 
in 
the 
true 


Christmas spirit, because it lives 
nearer to polities than most peo- 
ple, and therefore has more diffi- 
culty in reconciling the values of 
the family with the policies of na- 
tions. 


Maybe the comparison between 


private values and political val- 
ues is unrealistic or even 
silly. 


Kven in the family it is not easy 
to get agreement on what is true, 
fair, effective and wise, and in 
the familv of nations it is obvi- 


ously much more difficult. Yet this 
conilict between the private and 
public values of the nation is now 
at the heart of the dissension over 
the war in Vietnam, and officials 
have trouble explaining 'vhat they 
do at the office to their wives 
when they get home. 


Whether or not people believe 


in the Christmas story, they be- 
lieve in believing, and celebrate 
Christmas even if they do not be- 
lieve in its Christian origins. They 
see it as an ideal and suport it 
even if they do not attain 
the 


ideal. In the same way, they want 
the ideals of the nation to con- 
form to the ideals of the family, 
even if this is an unattainable ob- 
jective, 
and 
many 
people 
are 


troubled because the gap between 
the two now seems to be so great. 


Idealistic; America 
Many other nations do not even 


think about this question of recon- 
ciling private ideals and 
public 


policies, and 
would regard 
the 


question as preposterous if they 
did think about it. but America 
is still young enough and idealis- 
tic enough to ask 
the 
question, 


which makes the problem of gov- 
erning this country so difficult. 


President Johnson—that intense- 


ly personal and political man — 
is obviously aware of this private 
and public dilemma. In the last 
few weeks he has chosen to move 
Secretary of Defense McNamara, 
who was having trouble reconcil- 
ing his convictions and his poli- 
cies on Vietnam, 
to the 
World 


Bank. The President has gone to 
Thailand to see the bomber pilots 
who hit North Vietnam, and from 
there he went to see the Pope in 
Rome, who wants the war ended 
in Vietnam, even if this embar- 


rasses the President 
personally 


and politically. 


In short, this long and punish- 


ing trip by the President all the 
way around the world in a few 
days illustrates the problem. He 
wanted 
to express 
his 
sorrow 


about the human tragedy of the 
Australian prime minister's death. 
He wanted to visit the American 
troops in the Vietnam war. On 
the way he wanted to talk to the 
Pope in Rome about peace, and 
obviously he was playing politics 
on the way and trying to keep on 
his side both the people who were 
interested in the bombers in Thai- 
land and the people who were in- 
terested in the principle of peace 
in Rome. 


The trouble is that in trying 


to convince everybody the Presi- 
dent convinces nobody. It is all 


too clever. Neither the hawks, who 
are glad to see him with the bom- 
bardiers 
in 
Thailand, 
nor 
the 


doves, who are glad to see him in 
Home, quite know what he is up 
to. There 
is 
a curious 
feeling 


among the American 
people to- 


day. They don't quite believe in 
what is going on, and yet they 
hunger for belief, and even the 
President's trip illustrates t h e 
point. 


LBJ, Too 
For after trying to win the con- 


fidence of both the hawks and the 
doves in his trip around the world, 
and doing neither, even he was 
determined to get home for Christ- 
mas at the White House. He was 
like most of the rest of us. He 
wanted to be in this simpler circle 
of his family and get away for a 
few hours from the deceptions of 
politics.

Ellis Briggs. a for- 
mer ambassador to Czechoslo- 
vakia, reported years ago that 
the U.S. Prague embassy be- 
came1 immensely more effec- 
tive after the Czech govern- 
ment, for reasons of ill will, 
ordered its drastic shrinkage. 


Tuthill calls his effort Op- 


eration Topsy because that's 
how the contemporary U.S. 
Foreign Service grew. Topsy 
started after Tuthill received 
a circular from Washington 
in October. 1966. suggesting 
"research on rodents, vam- 
pire bats and noxious birds."' 


This circular requested es- 


tablishment of additional U.S. 
committees abroad and w a s 
sent in many copies to no less 
than 58 foreign capitals in- 
cluding those well known "less 
developed" centers. Ankara. 
Athens and Tel Aviv, none of 
them hitherto renowned for 
bats. 


For almost a year Tuthill 


brooded over the project which 
came to his embassy via the 
Agency for International De-, 
velopment from the Bureau 
of Sport Fisheries and Will-, 
life. U.S. Department of In- ; 
terior. It urged contemplation 
in Brazil of "vampire bat ra- 
bies" and "losses of cereal 
grains from the quelea bird 
in Bornu Province. Nigeria.'1 
Anticipating a 10-year mini- 
mum study, it stressed that 
the "background of informa- 
tion" on the "Polynesian rat 
and the quelea bird'' was "in- 
sufficient." 


Parkinson's Law 
Many veterans of the U.S.

law-—that bureaucrats

Princeton, N.J. — The 10- 


year decline in church atten- 
dance has come to a halt ac- 
cording to the Gallup Poll's 
1967 audit of church-going. 


Based on seven national sur- 


veys during the year, 45% of 
adults attended church in a 
typical week, or a projected 
51 million people. 


Church attendance reached 


a high point in 1958 when just 
under half the adult popula- 
tion, 49%, attended In a typ- 
ical week. A gradual decline, 
then started and the propor- 
tion attending dropped to 44% 
in 1965 where It remained last 
year. 


One factor in this year's 


somewhat encouraging picture j in 
may be concern over t h e 
Vietnam war. Surveys in ear- 
lier years indicate that t h e 
Second World War spurred an 
interest in church-going. 


In 1940. before the w a r . 


slightly more than one-third 
of the adult population (37%) 
went to church during the per- 
iod surveyed. In 1955 the pro- 
portion had reached 49%. 


The Far West has had the 141% of men. 


lowest church attendance rec- j 
ord and this is again true in I 
1967. Attendance is highest in j 
the midwest with 48%.

To estimate the average at- i 


tendance during 1967, a total 
of 11,096 people were person- 
ally interviewed and t h i s 
question asked: "Did y o u .

The effort is massive be- 
cause it has cost S'2o(),(X)0 
and has produced about two 
pounds of what h a s been 
called by both legal and 
academic experts the lousi- 
est kind of sociological re- 
search. 


The effort is misdirected 


because it has distracted 
the attention of the media, 
the bar and the public away 
from the real obstacles to 
fair trial. 


In the face of the real 


flaws in the criminal pro- 
cess. the problem of so- 
called prejudicial 
pretrial 


publicity, which is the main 
target of the Rcardon Com- 
mittee, sinks into insignifi- 
cance. 
Data Unavailable 
The Commentary on the 


Revised Tentative Draft of 
the Reardon Report itself 
says: 


"As the committee recog- 


nized in its (original tenta- 
tive) report, there is not 
available 
empirical 
data 


that will supply ready an- 
swers to the question of the 
actual impact of potentially 
prejudicial publications on 
the trier of fact (the juror), 
and further research along 
these lines would seem feas- 
ible and desirable." 


So the American Newspa- 


per Publishers Assn., has 
obtained S150.000 from the 
McCormick 
Trust 
to 
fi- 


nance just such research. 


But as of right now, we 


do not know whether jurors 
in the jury box are influ- 
enced by what they have 
read or heard about a case 
ahead of time, or only by 
what they have heard as 
admissible evidence in the 
courtroom. 


We do know that all 12 


members of a jury would 
have to react in exactly the 
same way to allegedly prej- 
udicial material in the press 
before an innocent m a n 
could be convicted unfair- 
ly. Kditors know that read- 
ers don't react the same. 


And lawyers know that jur- 
ors don't react the same. 


Therefore, the foundation 


premise of the Reardon Re- 
port, t h a t of potentially 
prejudicial pretrial 
cover- 


age, is to me the flimsiest 
kind of supposition. I call 
it the lawyers' devil theory 
of pretrial publicity. 


The committee d I d 
ad- 


dress itself to the need for 
impartial juries. But t h e 
main thrust of its work here 
has been to strengthen the 
unfortunate 
trend 
toward 


juries made up of citizens 
who are the least typical, 
the least informed, the least 
educated, and certainly the 
least equipped to deal intel- 
ligently and impartially with 
the growing complexities of 
the last third of the 20th 
Century. 


Part I of the report pur- 


ports to control the kinds of 
information which attorneys 
in criminal cases may give 
to the press. In short, it 
w o u l d prevent 
attorneys 


from trying their cases in 
the newspapers. 


I say "purports" because 


Canon 20 of the 
lawyers' 


Code of Ethics, which seeks 
to do e x a c t l y the same 
thing, has been on the books 
for decades. But it has al- 
most never been enforced. 
Provision Made 
In its first draft, the Rear- 


don Report provided for use 
of the contempt power to en- 
force the revised canon. But 
in the second draft, t h e 
contempt provision as it ap- 
plied to attorneys was elimi- 
nated, thus pulling the en- 
forcement teeth and leaving 
the situation roughly where 
it has been all these years 
under the pious but unen- 
forced Canon 20. 


When the Reardon Com- 


mittee says "fair trial." it 
really 
means 
an orderly 


trial with all the legal tech- 
nicalities and niceties satis- 
fied. It is. however, taking 
false credit for seemingly 


fighting for what the public 
means by fair trial, that is, 
a just trial in which t h e 
guilty are efficiently c o n- 
victed a n d the inr.ocent 
quickly freed. 
Real Obstacles 
The real obstacles to just 


trial were ignored by t h e 
Reardon Committee. T h e 
list of s u e h obstacles 
is 


long: 


• Political prosecutors in- 


terested in conviction rec- 
ords. 


• Highly competent, high- 


ly paid defense attorneys for 
those able to pay and the 
opposite for those who are 
not. 


• Badly paid, incompe- 


tent, political judges who 
have to get elected and re- 
elected every so often. 


• The unfair system of 


money bail, which again fa- 
vors the rich and penalizes 
the poor. 


• Outdated conceptions of 


insanity and of capital pun- 
ishment. 


• Plea negotiations which 


require that the defendant 
perjure himself by swear- 
ing that he was promised 
nothing when 
his 
lawyer 


obviously made a deal for 
a reduced charge carrying 
a lower sentence. 
• Justices of the peace 


and magistrates in lower 
courts who live off their 
assessment of fines, in open 
violation of the 
Supreme 


Court. 


• Widely v a r y i n g sen- 


tences for the same crime. 


Putting their own house 


in order. Indeed! 


By far the major single 


impediment to just trial in 
this country is the a d v e r- 
sary system. Under this sys- 
tem, opposing counsel are 
openly engaged in prejudic- 
ing the jury in any wa> they 
can. It's the name of the 
game. Lawyers brag about 
it. 


Wouldn't you think the 


distinguished Reardon Com- 
mittee would have at least 
sniffed 
in this direction? 


But no. After the Reardon 


Ou* ftyat 


Committee has come and 
gone, 
the abuses 
against 


just trial which go on un- 
der the adversary system 
will remain, untouched, even 
unmentioned. 


Prosecutors will go right 


on over-emphasizing the in- 
criminating 
evidence 
and 


disregarding evidence which 
might help the defendant. 


Defense counsel will go 


right on ignoring their in- 
tended role as officers of the 
court who should participate 
in the search for truth. They 
will go right on distorting, 
delaying and defeating the 
truth on behalf of clients 
who want freedom rather 
than justice. 
Suppressing Facts 


To keep the general public 


hygienic as a reservoir of 
potential jurors, the Rear- 
don Committee attached it- 
self to the idea of suppress- 
ing c e r t a i n facts about 
crime and criminals until 
the time of the trial, or un- 
til disposition without trial 
—which is what happens in 
over 90TO of all felony cases. 


The 
1st Amendment 
Is 


still on the books. But prior 
restraint on the sources of 
crime news, on the attor- 
neys and tfte police and the 
court employes — all add- 
ing up to controlling what 
the press can print about 
crime. 


In Part II of the report, 


the Reardon Committee set 
out to make it compulsory, 
through court order, with 
enforcement 
by the con- 


tempt power, for the police 
to manage the crime news 
for the benefit of the rules 
of evidence. 


But 
the equally distin- 


guished Medina Committee 
of the New York City bar 
also issued a report which 
argued that, since the po- 
lice are part of the execu- 
tive branch, the judiciary 
can't order 
them 
around 


without violating the funda-

mental principle of separa- 
tion of powers among ex- 
ecutive, legislative and ju- 
dicial branches.

all accused criminals. 


This Reardon blueprint is 


a readymade straitjacket. It 
strikes at the heart of free 
press by making the police- 
man the judge of what the 
people should know a b o u t 
crime.

news to make themselves, 
look good. 


Press scrutiny of the po- 


lice process, which has been 
one of our main safeguards 
against miscarriages of jus- 
tice, would be greatly dam- 
aged.

Report, incidentally, a l s o 
would have the effect of in- 
creasing the amount of ru- 
mor ?nd gossip and unreli- 
able news c o n c e r n i n g 
crimes of high interest to 
the public. 


T h i s section would vir- 


tually ensure the closing of 
all preliminary hearings he- 
cause it invites the defen- 
dant (o do so any time he 
sees fit. Here again t h e 
press would be cut off from 
proper scrutiny of the crim- 
inal process in the crucial 
beginning stage when it Is 
being decided whether or 
not a suspect shall be held 
for trial. 


Justice Reardon makes 


much of the fact that the in- 
formation which he would 
restrict would all become 
available eventually at the 
time of the trial. But some- 
thing over 90r;- of all cases 
never come to trial. 


Justice for the great ma- 


jority of disadvantaged de- 
fendants who can't begin to 
pay for the expensive ritual 
of the adversary system will 
go farther and farther un- 
derground.

I cannot go 
along with his view that the continued American presence 
in Asia is as crucial as he thinks it is. But w h o can 
doubt that America must use its resources and power to 
help the Asian peoples build their own regional security, 
along with their own regional trade and economic plan- 
ning? 


This is where Australia comes in. Prime Minister 


Holt was the most recent of a series of A u s t r a l i a n 
leaders who have shifted from a reliance on Britain to a 
reliance on the United States in military and security is- 
sues. The bankrupt British can no longer afford military 
strength in the East. Hence the quite candid Australian 
shift to the American alliance.

Johnson was bound to discover in his bilateral talks with 
Asian leaders at Melbourne, feel badly that the Vietna- 
mese war has gotten bogged d o w n as it has, but they 
would feel even worse if America were to withdraw in 
confusion and defeat. Even the segment of Australian 
opinion which attacked Holt for his complete support of 
Johnson in Vietnam would not want American withdraw- 
al. But Australians and other Asians who arc skeptical 
of America's role do have s o m e t h i n g serious to say, 
which Americans should pay heed to.

if needed, post a right turn sign on the city 
right-of-way portion. 


Holsinger says it is a law violation for 


a vehicle to go opposite to the direction of 
traffic, also a law \iolation for a vehicle not 
to come to a stop when exiting from an al- 
ley into a street. He said it is not economic- 
ally practicable for the city to spend tax 
funds for signing every situation possible of 
danger even though the city spends tax funds 
for signing situations with "a high probability 
of danger. 


Holsinger says the city has no legal right 


to post any traffic signs on private property 
or parking lots, but that the owner may post 
such signs on private property.

bank or investment company to whom you 
make the monthly payments, and may no longer 
own the contract or have the information you 
seek. If so. the information possibly can be 
obtained as a courtesy to you from the cred- 
it establishment w h i c h bought your credit 
contract.

Furnas won the 
governorship in the 1872 elec- 
tion, and served until 1875.

An area of stiu'.y gaining enroll- 


ment in today's schools can be de- 
scribed as t r a i n i n g for "living as 
adults." according to Miss Janet 
Wilson.

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HOUSE OF 
THE WEEK Flexibility of Six Bedrooms Provides Home For Growing Family 


By Andy Lang 


Built-in flexibility is the 


key feature of a traditional 
two-story house that equally 
meets the needs of a large 
family and a family that 
may become large. 


The house has a six-bed- 


room potential, aimed at the 
family uhich requires that 
much space. 


But until that time arrives, 


the floor plan allows the use 
of three of the bedrooms for 
other purposes. 


For instance, the room ad- 


jacent to the owners' bed- 
room will serve as a sitting 
room for TV or reading, 
creating a suite tied to a sun 
deck and a private 
bath. 


This is made possible by a 
layout that permits an arch 
opening of 4 feet between the 
rooms or a full closed wall. 


Studio Bedroom 


Another room with flexible 


possibilities on the second 
floor is what architect Her- 
man II. York calls a studio 
bedroom, which can be used 
in as many ways as the own- 
ers' imagination permits. 


As a hobby or studio room, 


it is tucked away in one cor- 
ner to give privacy to any- 
one looking for a chance to 
'•get away" for a few hours. 
It even can be used as part 
of the owners' complex, as it 
connects conveniently with 
the sun deck just outside the 
sitting room. 


A third room that can be 


considered part of the six- 
bedroom arrangement is on 
the first floor at the left side 
of the house. 


Use it for sleeping, hob- 


bies, sewing or whatever. Its 
location enables it to h a v e 
a separate entrance, thus 
keeping traffic to this room 
away from the front door. 
Tree Farms 


Huge "tree farms" a r e 


operated by private firms 
which specialize in growing 
Christmas trees f o r holiday 
home decorations. 


A self-employed individual 


may appreciate such an op- 
portunity to include in his 
home an office for conduct- 
ing business in a limited 
fashion. 


Center Hall 


The house is a true center- 


hall plan with a covered en- 
try approach. 


A curved stair railing adds 


interest to a generous foyer 
with a coat closet nearby. 
The closet is in position to 
serve both the front door and 
garage entry in that area. 


There is a second entrance 


from the garage into the 
house—the second one lead- 
ing into the service section. 
This dual entrance from the 
garage is unusual In single 
family house plans. 


Incidentally, a p o w d e r 


room just past the foyer is 
nicely situated to serve both 
the formal living areas and 
the kitchen-service portion. 


Another flexible feature of 


this design is the location of 
the family room, which is 
open to the kitchen yet sep- 
arated by two steps and a 
railing with direct view from 
the 
housewife's 
"control" 


area. 


Also, the family room Is 


placed at the rear so it can 
be built at a later time if 
it is not desired immediately. 
The house functions com- 
pletely with or without this 
space. 


The plans call for this 


room, built immediately or 
later, to have a cathedral 
ceiling, a 
fireplace, wood 


paneled walls and 
sliding 


glass doors leading to the 
rear terrace. 


Spacious 


The living room and din- 


ing room, in line at the right 
side of the house, provide a 
vista of 33 feet and an ex- 
ceptionally large area for 
entertaining. 


The kitchen, with all mod- 


ern appliances and a dinette, 
is very spacious—21 feet 8 
inches in length. 


The completeness of the 


planning is evidenced by the 
care taken tp include such 


desirable features as a chute 
from the second floor to the 
laundry room on the first 
floor, a mud closet near the 
garage 
door, 
a 
vacuum 


cleaner closet, a split bath 
off the bedroom hall, cross 
ventilation in all six bed- 
rooms. 


A recital of these high- 


lights may lead one to be- 
lieve the house covers a 
large plot of ground. 


Actually. It is only 45 feet 


wide, so it could be placed 
on a lot 60 feet wide in many 
localities. Its depth is 50 feet 
5 Inches, meaning it would fit 
comfortably on a 60 by 100 
lot. 


The lower level at the front 
is brick, with design over- 
tones of French Provincial. 
A 
second-floor 
cantilever 


above the Irving room bay 
window creates a longer hor- 
izontal line than would nor- 
mally be possible in a house 
45 feet wide. 


Expressing solidity and comfortable living, the architectural lines of this house create an illusion of width, 


although the Irontage is only 45 feet. 


Dual Purpose Furniture 
Resolves Space Paradox

The acquisitive and afflu- 


ent society in which we live 
has created the paradoxical 
problem of storing more and 
more things in less and less 
space. 


As a result, we are seeing 


more and m o r e compact, 
dual purpose, 
small-scaled, 


modular furniture. 


Because there is so little 


room (and the future prom- 
ises less) for purely decora- 
tive objects in our homes, it 
seems more and more rele- 
vant for detsigners to pursue 
the concept of making use- 
ful things as esthetic ally sat- 
isfying as possible — philo- 
sophical idea that was central 
to the Renaissance. 


If a chair, a table, a tele- 


vision set, a storage cabi- 
net, a cook stove, utensils 
for cooking and eating, even 
disposable 
paper products, 


could achieve a beauty of de- 
sign that provided visual ex- 
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citement, we could live with 
a great deal less "decora- 
tion" in our h o u s e s—and 
iree a lot of cluttered space. 


Throughout history there 


ha\ e been great d e s i g n s 
for useful thing that have be- 
come, literally, works of art. 


A iew examples are t h e 


furniture of the great 18th 
century designers, the sil\ei* 
utensils of American P a u l 
Revere, the porcelains pro- 
duced during China's Ming 
Dynasty. 


Modern designers, such as 


Charles Eames, Ludwig Mies 
Van Der Roe and the late 
Eero Saarinen, have created 
furniture with basic forms of 
flowing curves so pleasing 
that any additional ornament 
on them Mould be a vulgari- 
zation. 


These pieces not only serve 


the function for \\hich they 
were designed — comfortable 
seating, dining etc. — t h e y 
also provide the pleasure of 
l o o k i n g at lovely, simple 
sculptures. 


In the past much of t h e 


beauty of artifacts for the 
home could be attributed to 
the value the craftsman at- 
tached to the materials with 
which he worked: the more 
rare the wood or metal, the 
more it required the finest 
skills to work it. 


But now that space is be- 


coming more precious than 
materials, the best designers 
are motnated to create fur- 
nishings that will inhabit the 
area in w h i c h they are 
placed as usefully and beau- 
tifully as possible.

Light Question 


How much shade will the 


plant tolerate? Most homes 
do not give enough light 
to most plants. This is par- 
ticularly true in winter when 
the sun is deep in the south- 
ern sky. 


If the plant is a sun-lover, 


pick a south window where 
the sun-light can come in 
without obstruction 
f r o m 


another building or tree. 


Do not place the foliage 


directly against the window 
pane. The 
extremely 1 o w 


temperatures we usually ex- 
perience in .January and Feb- 
ruary can gi\e a plant frost- 
bite if the onlv insulation is 
a couple thin sheets of glass. 


Keep the p l a n t out of 


drafts and away from heat 
registers. 
Constant 
varia- 


tion in temperature 
good for any plant. 


Is 
no 
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The following watering in- 


structions should help in a 
general way. Water the plant 
to saturation and then let 
it go quite dry before water- 
ing it again. This encour- 
ages root growth and does 
not drown the plant. 


This is a critical point. By 


all means, find out all you 
can about the water require- 
ments of the particular plant 
jou have, and be a w a r e 
that many plants 
actually 


are killed by too much water. 


Special Sprays 


S p e c i a l fertilizers and 


sprays have been formulated 
for some plants. 
If these 


are available, buy a supply 
These can sa\e 
> ou 
time 


and also extend tiie life of 
jour plant 


If the plant must be trans- 


ported through \ ei > c o l d 
weather, see that the car is 
toasty warm before the plant 
is placed in it. 


Co\er the plant with plas- 


tic and. at the last moment, 
spray water inside the plas- 
tic. This moisture, in itself, 
is a p r o t e c t i o n against 
freeze. 


Then wrap the 
plant in 


layers of newspaper. This 
is one ot the \ c i \ best foims 
of insulation. Keep the plant 
away from 
small 
children 


and pets riding in the car.

the bank statements dumped 
on the rug. 


Classic Job 


It was a classic job, the de- 


tectives told me when they 
came, by one of the most 
common criminals in New 
York: the desperate "junk- 
ie," or narcotics addict, who 
regularly 
ransacks 
apart- 


ments to steal money or any- 
time he can sell to buy a $5 
"fix" of heroin. 


The New York joint legis- 


lative committee on penal in- 
stitutions reported Dec. 13 
that New York City's esti- 
mated 100.000 addicts steal

In northern New Mexico, 50 


miles from the nearest tele- 
vision 
station, 
residents of 


Farmington have a choice of 
live channels.

signals from lour stations in 
Albuquerque and one in Dur- 
ango.

CATV often means the dif- 


ference between good televi- 
sion reception and poor re- 
ception—or even none at all 
— in nearly 2,000 communi- 
ties.

million homes, it has brought 
down the wrath of the broad- 
casters. CATV is plainly tele- 
vision's unloved stepchild.

Grand Island System 
Begins Programs Jan. 7

Grand Island—A new television potential unfolds here 


about Jan. 7 when Grand Island Multi-vue-TV Systems Inc., 
puts about $3J/4 million worth of equipment into service to 
offer eight different channel selections. 


Cable television 
(CATV) is not new in Nebraska. Sid- 


ney, in the panhandle, has had it about 13 years. 


Yet, the effort here includes a pioneering effort: It will 


use one of the nation's few CATV originating stations. 


The station's goal is to provide something for everyone 


by appealing to "multiple minorities." Ratings don't mat- 
ter, managers said. 


The eight channels will provide: 


—KHAS-TV, channel 5, Hastings (NBO. 
—KOLN-KGIN-TV, channels 10 and 11, Lincoln and Grand Island 


(CBS i. 


—KHOL-TV, channel 13, Kearney and Holdrege <ABC\ 
Programing of the Nebraska Educational Television Network 


(KUON-TV and other stations). 


—a 24-hour weather station providing on-the-hour weather bureau 


reports and road reports every half hour during storms besides the 
usual CATV dial-scanning camera. 


—a 24-hour news channel, using the first "electronic read-out'' 


s\stcm outside of New York City. Developed for United Press 
IntiTnational. the machine converts electronic impulses into words 
on the screen. At the bottom of a split-image screen, 15 minute 
delayed Now York Stock Exchange quotations and sports scores on 
weekends will be flashed. The channel will also broadcast 24 hours 
of music each day. 


—a film channel providing a staggered schedule of four movies 


each \\eok. 


—the local origination channel to provide features and public 


sor\ ice proanmih \\ith the help of a mobile unit. 


The system is owned by Robert Taylor, actor: B i l l 


Moore, former broadcaster and head of a "Grand-Island pub- 
lic relations iirm: Bill Martin, former president of Grand 
Island radio station KMM.I. and the Telesis Corp. of Evans- 
\ille. In<l.. and Chicago, which manufactures cable and equip- 
ment. 


Martin said the station is to operate about two weeks 


of •'dry run" then go into service. Then a subscription drive 
will begin, he said. 


Initial plans include service to 10 currently franchised 


Kansas and Nebraska towns. The final four will open this 
spring. Underground cable has reached Kearney and Hastings 
city limits. A cable is destined to extend to North Platte, 
making the service available to every town along the line. 


Martin said Multi-V'ue has asked the FCC to let it import 


unduplicated network, locally originated and syndicated shows 
from Denver. Omaha and Kansas City stations. 


Withdrew From Lincoln Field 


In July. Multi-Vue withdrew from the 
Lincoln CATV 


franchise contest. At that time, Multi-Vue said program re- 
strictions, adopted in the Lincoln franchise ordinance but not 
required by the Federal Communications Commission, would 
have prevented the company from doing a good job in Lin- 
coln. 


The Lincoln City Council subsequently awarded a fran- 


chise to TV Transmission Inc., a subsidiary of the Lincoln 
Telephone & Telegraph Co.

Past liabilities would ex-

business to the copyright own- 
ers,' " Ford said. 


Ir\ing B. Kahn, chairman 


and president of TelePromp- 
Ter Corp.. a major CATV op- 
erator, said he believed the 
best means to resolve the 
copyright dilemma would be 
a revision of the copyright 
law by Congress. Such a bill 
has passed the House and is 
before the Senate. 


"It will be a compromise," 


Kahn 
said. ''The Supreme 


Court 
will 
accelerate that 


compromise because it has 
everyone just a little scared." 


Where to Limit? 
Ford, a former chairman of 


the FCC, said the commission 
—or some other government 
agency—should exercise con- 
trol over the industry. 


Bill Daniels of Denver, a 


broker and major operator, 
said, "There is a need for or- 
derly growth, but it'must be 
liberal. The FCC has been 
very arbitrary. They have 
protected the broadcaster, pe- 
riod, and to hell with the pub- 
lic." 


William Carlisle, vice pres- 


ident for television of the Na- 
tional Assn. of Broadcasters, 
in Washington, said his or- 
ganization believes the FCC 
should regulate CATV "be- 
cause television is in effect 
a continuous conduit between 
the broadcasters a n d the 
viewers. 


"To have the first 90 per 


cent regulated by the com- 
mission and the final 10 per 
c e n t 
unregulated 
doesn't 


make sense." Carlisle said. 


"Our objection to CATV is 


to 
CATV unlimited. 
We're 


highly in favor of the use of 
CATV to supplement our ser- 
vices. But the import of dis- 
tant signals is our primary 
objection. We're also against 
origination of programs by 
CATV." 


A major worry of the broad- 


casters is fragmentation of 
the audience. The more sta- 
tions a viewer, can get on his 
set. the smaller the audience 
for 
each 
station. 


Small 
local 
stations 
see 


themselves 
suffering 
when 


television signals from large 
metropolitan 
a r e a s 
are 


brought in. 


CATV was born in 1950 in 


Lansford. Pa. 
Residents of 


that rural area, cut off by 
rugged terrain, simply wanted 
to w a t c h television. T h e y 
erected a master antenna to 
bring in the distant signals, 
which were then relayed to 
the homes by cable. 


At latest count 1,921 CATV 


systems were operating. They 
are in every state except Con- 
neticult — and authorization 
for systems has been granted 
there. 


Cable television has 
S500 


million tied up in investments 
and bring in $300 million a 
year in revenue. Leaders in 
the 
field e x p e c t 
revenue 


within the next 10 years to 
reach $3 billion annually. 


Daniels said CATV systems 


return 40 per cent of their in- 
vestment annually down to 10 
per cent. 


C a b l e television still is 


most entrenched in cities such 
as Farmington, N.M.. which 
has a population of 24.000. The 
National C a b l e Television 
Assn. said in October that 88 
per cent of the existing sys- 
tems are in towns with a 
population of 25.000 or less. 


In theory. CATV is not sup- 


posed to operate in the top 
100 Nielsen market cities. In 
practice the FCC has per- 
mitted systems to enter New 
York, Los Angeles. Seattle, 
Wash., Toledo. Ohio, and oth- 
er cities. 


Ten or 
12 channels 
are 


standard for m a n y CATV 
systems. Leaders in the in- 
dustry say they look for the 
day when 80 channels will be 
piped into the home. 


There is a little cloud in the 


sky however, called the com- 
munications satellite. 


Leaders in that field pre- 


dict that the satellite will be- 
come the principal means of 
relaying television signals— 
possibly direct to the home 
by means of a rooftop dish 
antenna.

Dave Composes; Quarlel Disbands

New York — On Tuesday in 


Pittsburgh the Dave Brubeck 
Quartet, which began its ca- 
reer 16 years ago in San Fran- 
cisco, will play together for 
the last time. 


That Tuesday is the day 


after Christmas exemplifies 
part of Brubeck's reason for 
abandoning a group whose 
success is almost unparalleled 
in jazz. 


"It's typical of what always 


happens to us," the 47-year- 
old Brubeck explained. "The 
kids ai e coming home from 


school" — four of his six chil- 
dren, whose ages range from 
20 to 7, are away at school — 
"and we wanted to be togeth- 
er with them at Christmas. 
But instead. I have to go to 
Pittsburgh and play a conoert. 


"If you'd look at any itin- 


erary of ours, you'd realize 
that either I was crazy or fhe 
booking office was c r a z y . 
, \Ve'd play 120 days in a row. 
no day off. One \ear we did 
250 one-nighters.''

The result, instead of one of 
those intellectual, high-level 
sessions, was a warm, hu- 
man document in which Miss 
Moore demonstrated t h a t 
she knew a knuckleball when 
she saw one. talked of play- 
ing the harmonica for relaxa- 
tion, and described her long 
working day. 


Soil Impressed 
"I think a lot about great- 


ness," said Joe later. "That 
involves honesty and humil- 
ity—but there's also some- 
thing that I call 'inner con- 
ceit' that 
the 
great 
ones 


have. That's something in- 
side them that makes them 
know they 
can 
do some- 


thing. A t h l e t e s , some of 
them, have it, and she had 
it. too. 


"I just asked Miss Moore 


the questions I'd like an- 
swered. I asked her how she 
did her job. I asked Spillane 
the same thing about being 
an author."

NBC plus the "Today" show, 
and a busy speaking sched- 
ule.

Whither Now 
Go the Beatles?

ihc Beatles' newest Capitol Records album. "Mau'u-al M\ <?- 
ter> Tour " 


Tlie m\stei\ ? Where are the Beatles going? 
The answer'' Away from the magic the\ once had 
The release of each new Beatle album is a great event. 


The bu\er in the past could alwa\s expect something exciting. 
or at least some new musical ideas. 


But in the new album, creative music has Been replaced 


by electronic effects and entertainment by curbstone phil- 
osophy. 


The album is composed of six tunes taken fiom a tele- 


\ i.sion special produced and directed by the Beatles, and due 
for showing later this month in England. 


Beatle fans outside the United States are getting iust 


these tunes in a package of two 7-inch extended pla\ rec- 
ords. Capitol here beefed up the offering with the addition 
of two Beatle singles not previously released on an LP 
"Baby You're a Rich Man"—"All You Need Is Lo\ e" and 
"Strawberry Fields Forever"—"Penny Lane.'' 


The latter two help save the album from obscurity. 


Among the new songs, the outstanding one is "Slying." 


an instrumental written by all four Beatles. It is a lightly 
moving, organ-accented mood piece, competently performed, 
and it should sec some heavy action by other groups. 


Then we have "Your Mother Should Know." a straight 


forward vo-vo-de-oh-do tune which will never hurt anyone. 


"The Fool on the Hill" is an interesting piece, very much 


in the vein of "Eleanor Rigby," but someone else will have 
to come along and interpret it for the public. 


Then we have "Blue Jay Way,'' which opens with a re- 


quiem-like monotone and wanders around for nearly four 
minutes going absolutely nowhere. This is one of the sides 
to which disk jockeys are listening closely, trying to find 
traces of propaganda for pot or acid. 


Also included in the LP are "Hello Goodbye" and "I Am 


a Walrus." both sides of their current hit single. "Hello,'' 
of course, is a simple rock tune with nonsense lyrics that 
even the talentless Monkees could have come up with. 


"Walrus" is just that, a walrus. Couched in gibberish 


language and unattractive electronic slurs, it lays out no 
meaningful thoughts. 


You have to read the Beatles' lyrics carefully, any of 


them might carry some criticism of the establishment. But 
you would think that a group of young men who live in a 
world of feudal estates and paisley Rolls Royces could do 
more than just write message music.

1836-1936 On the reverse is a very modern replica of an eagle 
facing left with exaggerated wings.

cherished" by today's sophisti- 
cated art world." 


Pitcairn, s m i l i n g , says 


"Smit probably will turn out 
to be like El Greco, whose 
paintings weren't big sellers 
until 300 years later." 


There is one Smit pastel, of 


a girl, that Pitcairn never 
will sell. After buying it in 
Holland in 1921. "I decided I 
wanted to meet the model be- 
cause she was so cute." Five 
years later the girl, Maryke 
Urban, became his wife. 


Pitcairn also bought h i s 


three Van Goghs in 1921. for 
$20.000 — "in those >ears the 
Dutch 
artist wasn't 
w e l l 


known here." In June. 1966. 
he sold the portrait of a young 
girl in a blue dress for $441.- 
000. A nude pencil study of 
the artist's mistress brought 
$32.240.

It's rather fun to read "The 


Beautiful People" and "Har- 
per's Bazaar" in succession. 


Miss Bender, a reporter for 


the New York Times, knows 
wherein she speaks when she 
talks about the marriage of 
fashion and the arts in the 
1960s. 


She has been on the scene 


and has watched the courtship 
develop into a full-blown love 
affair. And she m i n c e s no 
words as she describes t h e 
period and the action as it 
takes place. 


" F a s h i o n has always 


seemed funny in retrospect 
. . . But the willingness to be 
laughed at on the spot, to 
clown while dressing up, used 
to go against the feminine 
grain," says Miss Bender. 


She goes on to say in t h e 


same chapter that the pur-

pose of fashion once was to 
pretend women were pretty— 
but "pop" fashion now lays 
things on the line by exposing 
fatty knees, wrinkled elbows 
and ruthless natures. 


Miss Bender quotes Mildred 


Custin, president of Bonwit 
Teller, as saying: "We have 


edited out the Milgar." T h i s 
statement u as made in t h e 
spring of 1966 after designer 
shouings on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 


Miss Bender sounds a b i t 


cynical in her discussion of 
fashion magazines \ et s h e 
admits advertisers are not up- 
set because the woman sit- 
ting under the hair 
dryer 


finds herself left out of t h e 
editorial copy. The ads a r e 
literal and reasonable, s h e 
says. 


She rather decries the fact 


that "youth" is a class: those 
who are "joung" recognize 
each other. She talks about 
the fetish of fashion—to ap- 
pear to be very young—a n d 
quotes Bess Meyerson, Miss 
America of 1945: "We used to 
dress like Jackie Kennedy. 
Now we're dressing l i k e 
Caroline." 


Miss Bender has done a 


great 3ob of reporting 
the 


phenomenon on the new fash- 
ion scene—the friendship of 
designers and socialites, as 
well as the marriage to t h e 
arts. 


The book also is a rather 


sad c o m m e n t a r y on the 
mores of our times 


Jane Trahey has done quite 


a job of assembling excerpts 
from Harper's magazines for 
the past 100 years into h e r 
massive volume 


It is almost as important to 


see the reproductions of t h e 
illustrations as to read the 
text. 
Besides the fabnlous photo* 


graphs and sketches, t h e r e 
are pieces by such authors as 
Marianne Moore, Anita Loos, 
Flannery O'Connor and Fran- 
colse Mallet-Joris. 


This is a book to l e a f 


through, to read bits a n d 
pieces of at your leisure or to 
read directly through — de- 
pending on jour mood. Many 
women will not be able to put 
it down, others \\ill want to 
savor it in small bites.
